To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Wembley  Urban 

District  CotmciL 


Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  twentieth  Annual 
Report  of  the  health  and  sanitary  condition  of  the 
Wembley  Urban  District  for  the  year  1913. 

POPULATION. 

We  estimate  the  population  of  the  District  to  have 
been  12,180  on  June  30,  1913.  This  is  the  figure  on 
which  all  the  statistics  of  the  year  are  based. 

Although  this  does  not  represent  the  increase  that 
we  had  reasons  to  anticipate  a  few  years  ago,  the  popu¬ 
lation  has  risen  considerably  and  is  likely  to  be  pro¬ 
gressive  for  many  years  to  come. 

I'he  increase  has  been  chiefly  noticeable  at  Wembley 
Hill,  Wembley  Park  and  Preston.  Sudbury,  except  for 
the  Greenford  Road  district,  and  East  Lane  ma}^  be  said 
to  have  remained  stationary  last  year  ;  while  Wembley 
proper  and  Alperton  only  increased  slightly. 

AREA. 

The  area  of  the  whole  district  is  4564  acres,  so  that 
there  is  still  an  average  of  less  than  three  persons  to  the 
acre. 

One  is  not  really  surprised  at  the  growing  popu¬ 
larity  of  a  District  so  near  London  and  amid  such 
beautiful  surroundings,  affording  such  facilities  for 
locomotion  by  train  and  tramway ;  having  a  death-rate 
varying  between  6  and  9  per  1000,  usually  one  of  the 
lowest  in  the  county ;  with  rates  comparatively  low  ; 
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affording  every  kind  of  church  and  school  ;  with  recrea¬ 
tion  grounds  and  clubs,  societies  and  institutions  to  suit 
all  tastes. 

The  Registrar  General  and  the  Registrar  of  Deaths 
have  forwarded  lists  of  98  deaths  as  belonging  to  the 
Wembley  District  for  1913.  Of  these  14  were  transfer¬ 
able  or  out-deaths,  and  occurred  among  residents  who 
had  temporarily  left  their  homes  and  had  died  at  insti¬ 
tutions  such  as  Hospitals,  Infirmaries,  Cottage  Hospitals 
and  Asylums. 

Ninety-eight  deaths  among  a  population  of  12,180 
give  an  average  rate  per  1000  of  8'04  for  the  year  1913 — 
in  1912  it  was  1*6  less,  viz.,  6’4 — but  8  is  a  very  satis¬ 
factory  rate.  I  find  the  average  for  the  last  five  years 
(and  the  figures  can  be  verified  at  the  end  of  this  Report) 
is  only  y’y  per  thousand  population. 

Of  these  98  deaths  ; — 

20  died  of  various  diseases  in  their  first  year. 

10  of  organic  heart  disease. 

10  of  of  pneumonia. 

9  of  malignant  disease  in  some  form. 

6  of  phthisis  pulmonalis. 

5  of  bronchitis. 

Only  one  patient  died  of  diarrhcna  ;  one  of  whoop¬ 
ing  cough  ;  one,  suicide  ;  one,  accident.  No  one  was 
certified  as  having  died  of  such  common  diseases  as 
influenza,  alcoholism  and  appendicitis. 

In  referring  to  Cancer  and  other  apparently  incur¬ 
able  diseases,  it  would  not  be  riglit  to  omit  mentioning 
the  very  remarkable  effects  of  Radium  (and  of  X  Rays) 
in  the  treatment  of  many  complaints  hitherto  regarded 
as  hopeless,  and  to  point  out  the  urgent  need  of  seeking 
the  remedy  in  the  early  stage.  At  this  moment  nothing 
definite,  of  a  scientific  nature,  can  be  stated,  still  less  can 
it  be  said  that  the  results  of  the  treatment  by  Radium 
entitle  it  to  displace  operative  surgical  treatment  as  the 
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mainstay  of  the  defence  against  those  diseases.  Yet  so 
many  marked  benehcial  results  have  recently  occurred, 
and  absolute  cures  effected,  that  it  would  be  unwise  to 
neglect  a  treatment  which,  if  not  fully  developed,  is  cer¬ 
tainly  capable  of  causing  some  amelioration  of  the 
condition,  and  may  be  actually  on  the  threshold  of  a 
solution  to  this  very  difficult  problem. 

There  were  20  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year. 
Table  IV.  indicates  the  several  causes.  It  would  be  diffi¬ 
cult  to  state  how  many,  if  any,  were  preventable,  and 
impossible  to  suggest,  if  any  deaths  had  been  prevented, 
how  man}^  of  the  children  would  have  developed  into 
virile,  strong  men  and  women.  With  regard  to  this 
infantile  mortality,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  no 
illegitimate  child  died  in  the  hrst  year  out  of  the  nine 
registered  in  1913. 

The  Infant  Mortality  rate  for  1913  was  64' i  ;  too 
high,  but  about  the  average  for  the  last  five  years. 

BIRTH-RATE. 

In  addition  to  the  number  of  births  supplied  by  the 
Registrar  of  Births,  we  now  have  a  list  sent  by  the 
Registrar  General  of  children  who  are  born  in  a  district 
other  than  that  in  which  the  parents  usually  reside.  The 
total  number  of  births  registered  for  the  Wembley  dis¬ 
trict  for  1913  was  312,  and  the  rate  per  1000  of 

population. 

This  birth-rate  is  about  the  average  of  previous 
years,  and  may  be  considered  as  sufficient. 

I  suppose  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  trend  of  opinion 
on  the  subject  of  birth-rate  is  slowly  and  certainly  chang¬ 
ing.  Fewer  people  now  really  deplore  a  slightly 
diminishing  birth-rate  as  heretofore.  It  is  felt  by  some 
that  ii  must  be  better  for  the  race  that  the  output, 
within,  of  course,  certain  limits,  should  not  exceed  the 
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means  to  suitably  provide  for  maintenance,  for  education, 
for  the  best  preparation  for  life’s  work. 

With  a  lowered  death-rate,  with  a  higher  standard 
of  morality,  a  vastly  improved  system  of  sanitation,  it  is 
obvious  that  the  need  for  an  increased  birth-rate  in  this 
country,  at  any  rate,  is  no  longer  so  necessary  or  desir¬ 
able,  especially  when  it  is  remembered  that  nine-tenths 
of  this  increase  of  population  will  in  future  be  furnished 
by  the  classes  who  are  uncultured  and  least  able  to  pro¬ 
vide  the  best  equipment  for  the  future. 


NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

The  District  did  not  escape  the  wave  of  infectious 
disease  that  passed  over  the  country  in  1913.  From  an 
average  of  27  per  annum  for  the  past  hve  years  our  list 
rose  to  88. 

Of  these  28  were  of  Diphtheria

It  appears  that,  given  certain  climatic  conditions, 
the  incidence  of  epidemic  diseases  such  as  scarlatina  and 
diphtheria  in  a  cycle  of  years  is  practically  unavoidable. 
Every  possible  precaution  was  taken  by  your  sanitary 
officers  and  staff  to  arrest  the  spread  of  infection.  You 
expended  upwards  of  ^450  in  a  few  months  in  fighting 
the  epidemic  by  isolation  at  Alperton  and  Willesden,  in 
verification  of  all  suspected  cases — in  transport — in  care¬ 
ful  disinfection  of  all  premises  occupied  and  in  numerous 
unavoidable  petty  expenses. 
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Within  an  hour  or  two  of  receiving  the  notification 
of  diphtheria  or  scarlatina,  in  each  case  the  patient  was 
removed  to  an  isolation  Hospital — rooms  and  clothing 
disinfected  ;  school  and  friends  warned  ;  county  medical 
officer  informed,  and  all  precautions  taken — yet  the  new 
cases  appeared,  in  spite  of  all,  in  most  unexpected  places 
and  even  now,  March  21,  1914,  we  were  not  quite  free 
from  notihable  infectious  disease. 

In  case  you  are  not  aware  of  it,  I  may  mention  that 
it  is  part  of  the  duty  of  the  Medical  Officer  every  Satur¬ 
day  to  furnish  a  list  of  notihable  infectious  disease  to 
the  County  Medical  Officer  and  the  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Board  with  full  particulars  in  separate  form  of  all 
cases  of  tuberculosis.  In  addition  to  this  the  County 
Medical  Officer  requires  immediate  information  of  details 
of  every  case  of  such  diseases  as  will  affect  school  life, 
e.g.,  scarlatina,  diphtheria,  etc. 

The  new  wards  for  diphtheria  which  you  have  just 
erected  at  Alperton  will  be  a  great  acquisition,  and  their 
use  will  doubtless  help,  in  some  measure,  to  reduce  the 
heavy  expense  now  incurred  by  sending  patients  to 
Willesden  and  elsewhere. 

When  the  proposed  new  disinfecting  station  and 
washhouse  are  provided  your  sanitary  officers  will  feel 
better  equipped  still  to  deal  with  infectious  disease. 

We  still  use  formalin  by  fumigation  and  as  a  spray 
for  the  disinfection  of  rooms,  and  the  small  Thresh  for 
clothing,  bedding,  etc.  On  the  removal  of  patients  who 
have  suffered  from  phthisis  or  malignant  disease,  all 
rooms  that  have  been  occupied  are  carefully  cleaned  and 
disinfected. 

The  Ambulance  Vans  which  you  have  provided  for 
conveyance  of  infectious  and  non-infectious  cases  have 
proved  most  useful.  Whenever  possible  we  obtain  a  fee 
to  cover  cost  for  the  use  of  the  non-infectious  van. 
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TUBERCULOSIS. 

Gradually,  but  surely,  steps  are  being  taken  to 
combat  this  disease. 

During  1913  there  were  31  cases  notihed  in  this 
District,  of  which  23  were  phthisis. 

In  December  last  the  Countv  Medical  Officer  wrote 
to  inform  you  that  a  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  for  area 
No.  3  had  been  opened  at  38,  Welldon  Crescent,  Harrow, 
in  charge  of  Dr.  Munro,  the  Tuberculosis  Medical 
Officer. 

Since  that  date  every  medical  practitioner  has  been 
notified  of  the  fact  that  their  cases  may  be  treated  with 
tuberculin  or  otherwise  sent  to  a  sanatorium  as  may 
seem  desirable  to  this  Medical  Officer,  the  hours  for 
attendance  at  this  dispensary  being  arranged  to  suit  all 
classes. 

There  is  still  some  difficulty  in  obtaining  a  prompt 
admission  to  a  sanatorium  for  urgent  cases,  but  no 
doubt  this  will  be  remedied  in  the  near  future. 


THE  PUBLIC  RECREATION  GROUND, 

over  which  so  much  time  and  energy  has  been  expended, 
is  now  almost  an  accomplished  fact. 

Situated  on  the  South  side  of  Wembley  Hill,  the 
position  may  be  said  to  be  ideal. 

Easily  approached  from  all  quarters  of  the  District, 
it  should  prove  a  boon  to  all  classes.  No  doubt,  in 
spite  of  the  expense,  which  is  certain  to  be  considerable, 
you  will  always  have  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that 
your  labours  in  this  direction  will  be  gratefully  appre¬ 
ciated  by  future  generations. 
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COWSHEDS. 

The  Veterinary  Inspector  continues-  to  make  regular 
reports  of  his  visits  and  inspections  of  our  cowsheds. 
Suspected  cows  are  at  once  isolated  and  carefully 
examined,  and  the  sheds  and  premises  are  certainly 
cleaner.  You  all  know^  that  I  do  not  regard  the  present 
methods  of  cowkeeping  (with  certain  exceptions)  with 
much  favour.  We  visit  and  inspect,  find  fault,  improve¬ 
ment  taking  place ;  then  relapses  occur,  not  serious 
enough  to  ask  you  to  take  action,  but  sufficiently  bad  to 
show  that  the  arrangements  made  are  far  from  ideal. 
You  have,  unfortunately,  no  power  to  compel  a  dairy¬ 
man  to  purvey  a  milk  with  a  minimum  quantity  of 
pathogenic  germs.  There  is  no  recognised  standard  of 
purity  as  regards  bacteria  in  this  country,  as  there  is  in 
the  United  States.  Even  the  best  milk  sold  here  is  often 
dirty  and  tubercular  under  the  microscope,  and  should 
only  be  used  as  a  food,  especially  by  the  young,  after 
sterilization  or  pasteurization. 

The  fact  is.  until  public  opinion  is  strong  enough 
to  influence  the  Government  to  fix  a  certain  standard  of 
purity  as  regards  microorganisms  and  the  certification 
is  conducted  by  independent  Government  officials,  we 
shall,  I  fear,  continue  to  consume,  as  food,  a  fluid  which 
may,  at  any  moment,  be  a  cause  of  ill-health  to  a  certain 
percentage  of  the  population. 

Such  a  condition  of  affairs  would  not  be  permitted 
for  a  single  day  as  regards  water,  and  one  marvels  how 
much  longer  this  very  necessary  reform  in  milk  inspection 
will  be  delayed. 

Bakehouses  and  Milkshops.  All  the  bakehouses,, 
dairies  and  milkshops  have  been  inspected  and  usually 
are  found  in  good  condition. 

Slaughter  Houses.  Few  in  number;  are  regularly 
visited.  Most  of  Wembley’s  meat  is  killed  and  inspected 
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elsewhere.  Your  sanitary  officers  seldom  find,  or  are 
informed  of,  food  and  provisions,  whether  meat  or  fruit, 
exposed  for  sale  in  bad  condition. 

Factories  and  Workshops.  At  the  end  of  this 
Report  you  will  find  a  list  of  visits  and  inspections  made 
during  the  past  year. 


SEWAGE  OUTFALE  WORKS,  ALPERTON. 

During  the  year  several  samples  of  effluent  have 
been  reported  upon  by  the  County  Council.  Your  Sur¬ 
veyor  and  Engineer  is  now  engaged  in  preparing  a  large 
scheme  for  bringing  the  Outfall  Works  up  to  date  to 
enable  the  full  volume  of  sewage  to  be  treated  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Board.  The  Council  has  intimated  to  the  Board 
that  the  Scheme  will  be  completed  within  the  next 
twelve  months. 


DRAINAGE  SYSTEM  AT  PRESTON,  KENTON 
AND  NORTH  WEMBLEY. 

The  comprehensive  scheme  prepared  by  your  Sur¬ 
veyor  for  outfall  sewers  in  the  Preston  and  Kenton  Dis¬ 
tricts  has  now  received  the  approval  of  the  Local 
Government  Board  and  the  work  is  to  be  proceeded 
with  forthwith.  When  completed,  amongst  other  ad¬ 
vantages  it  will  have  the  excellent  effect  of  getting  rid 
of  the  numerous  cesspools  in  these  neighbourhoods  which 
have  caused  so  much  anxiety  to  your  Sanitary  Officers 
in  the  past. 

HOUSING,  TOWN  PLANNING  ACT,  1909. 

Over  one  hundred  dwelling  houses  have  been  in¬ 
spected  from  house  to  house  during  the  past  year.  In  no 
case  has  it  been  found  necessary  to  make  a  Closing  Order. 
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In  two  cases  where  this  was  in  contemplation  the 
work  was  put  in  hand  forthwith  by  the  owners,  and  the 
premises  were  made  ht  for  human  habitation. 

A  damp-proof  course  has  been  inserted  in  the  walls 
of  several  houses,  the  yards  have  been  paved  and  the 
guttering  made  good  for  the  purpose  of  preventing 
damp. 

In  all  cases  where  the  walls  and  ceilings  of  houses 
were  found  to  be  dirty  they  have  been  stripped  and 
papered  or  coloured,  and,  in  the  case  of  negligent  oc¬ 
cupiers,  return  visits  are  paid  with  a  view  to  bringing 
about  cleaner  and  healthier  conditions. 

The  whole  of  the  houses  on  the  East  side  of  Station 
Grove  have  been  placed  in  excellent  condition. 

OVERCROWDING. 

There  were  two  cases  of  overcrowding  but  both 
were  speedily  rectihed  without  troubling  you  in  the 
matter.

Cottage  Accommodation  is  now  becoming,  I  think, 
insufficient  especially  in  Sudbury  and  East  Lane.  I 
should  like  to  add  to  your  work  in  arranging  foi  the 
erection  of  say  twenty  or  thirty  model  cottages  there  and 
elsewhere  for  bona-fide  old  residents.  I  did  not 
realise  before  that  such  accommodation  was  so  badly 
needed. 

'Fhe  Medical  Inspection  of  Schools  under  the 
County  has  been  regularly  carried  out  during  1913,  and 
is  productive  of  much  good.  All  physical  defects  of  the 
children,  whether  of  eyes,  ears,  teeth,  throat  and  general 
conditions,  are  detected  and  suitable  recommendations 
made  to  parents,  who  are.  referred  to  their  respective 
medical  attendants  for  the  necessary  treatment. 

Piggeries  still  exist  at  Alperton  and  elsewhere,  but 
we  manage  to  keep  them  in  fair  condition,  personally  I 
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shall  not  be  quite  happy  on  the  point  till  a  more 
stringent  bye-law  compels  them  to  go  further  afield — 
they  are  lilthy  places  at  the  best — splendid  breeding 
grounds  for  the  common  house-fly  and  for  rats,  and 
should  have  no  place  within  500  yards  of  decent 
dwellings. 


THE  WATER  SUPPLY 

from  the  Colne  Valley  Water  Co.  is  invariably 
satisfactory.  Your  Sanitary  Officers  seldom  have  com¬ 
plaints.  Though  softened  by  special  processes  it  is  still 
rather  a  hard  water. 

DUST  COLLECTION. 

The  work  of  dust  collection  continues  to  be 
efficiently  carried  out.  Complaints  are  comparatively 
few,  and  every  effort  is  made  to  satisfy  the  ratepayers. 

Storm  Water  Overflow. — Several  complaints  have 
come  from  Wembley  and  Alperton  with  regard  to  the 
flooding  of  their  premises  by  storm  water  in  bad  weather. 
It  seems  that  the  ordinary  water  courses  and  channels 
no  longer  suffice  and  the  surplus  water  accumulates  in 
their  gardens,  in  some  cases  even  floods  the  basement  of 
a  few  of  the  villas  in  Norton,  Chaplin  and  Scarle  Roads 
and  in  Westbury  and  Clayton  Avenues. 

I  understand  that  the  Council  has  the  matter  in 
hand. 

SANITARY  INSPECTIONS,  &c. 

A  list  of  these  inspections  will  be  found  in  tabular 
form  at  the  end  of  this  Report. 

A  NOTE  ON  VENEREAL  DISEASE. 

In  my  Report  of  ten  years  ago  I  made  the  following 
note  on  the  prevention  of  disease  (about  the  best  work 
that  this  world  provides)  and  I  made  it  in  these  terms : 


“  Whilst  referring  to  the  subject  of  the  prevention 
of  disease  and  particularly  because  I  am  bound  to 
inform  you  of  all  matters  affecting  the  Health  of  the 
District,  I  must  tell  you  that  during  the  year  1904  it 
has  become  more  than  ever  impressed  upon  me  that 
our  young  men  are  not  sufficiently  protected  from 
venereal  disease.  I  tell  you  this  plain  unvarnished 
truth,  without  any  discussion  of  the  moral  phase  of 
the  question  upon  which,  no  doubt,  we  all  feel  strongly, 
but  I  am  sure  that  if  you  see  the  matter  from  the  same 
point  of  view,  you  will  lose  no  time  in  making  due 
representation  of  the  fact  to  the  Parliamentary 
Committee  of  the  British  Medical  Association  and  to 
the  Local  Government  Board.  It  must  indeed  be  a 
spurious  modesty  that  keeps  perpetually  in  the  back¬ 
ground  the  further  consideration  of  a  problem  of  such 
grave  concern  to  the  Public  Health  and  to  the  youth 
of  this  country.  Huge  sums  are  spent  on  other 
diseases  but  practically  nothing  is  spent  on  the  pre¬ 
vention  of  venereal  disease  which  in  its  result  is  often 
more  disastrous.” 

I  have  nothing  to  add  to  this  reference,  but  we  all 
hope  that  the  Commission  recently  appointed  to  investi¬ 
gate  this  matter  will  be  able  to  suggest  a  scheme  for 
dealing  finally  and  effectually  with  this  serious  evil. 

In  conclusion,  Gentlemen,  I  would  like  to  take  this 
opportunity  of  expressing  my  appreciation  of  the  cour¬ 
tesy  and  consideration  extended  to  me  by  the  Chairman 
and  Committee  of  the  Public  Health  Department  and 
by  every  member  of  the  Council  and  the  staff. 

And  especially  do  I  wish  to  record  my  thanks  to  my 
very  efficient  colleague,  Mr.  Fearn,  for  his  helpful  co¬ 
operation  in  all  matters  affecting  the  Public  Health  of 
the  District.
